REMARKS 

Claims 2-4 stand rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims of U.S. Pat. No. 7,556,075. A Terminal 
Disclaimer is filed herewith to overcome this rejection. Claims 2-4 are now believed to be 
allowable. 

Claims 6-15, which are withdrawn as being drawn to a nonelected species, 
have been amended to depend from independent claim 2, which is generic to species 
described in claims 6-15. Accordingly, claims 6-15 are now also believed to be allowable. 

For all of the above reasons, Applicants request reconsideration and allowance 
of the claimed invention. The Examiner should contact Applicants' undersigned attorney if a 
telephone conference would expedite prosecution.
